skin overlying the bony case of most 
species of turtles, possesses the prop- 
erty of welding so perfectly that no 
trace of junction is visible. 


Two plates to be united have their 


adjacent edges beveled 'iu opposite 
directions, and are then squeezed to- 
gether in a metal press under the ac- 
tion of boiling water. 


Imitation tortoise shell is made by 


painting horn with pasta of lime 
litharage and soda, which is rubbed 
off after drying. This process leaves 
dark spots of lead,sulphide in tlie 
horn, resembling the mottling of ro^l 
tortoise shell.

Four Men Who Had Been Plentifully 


Supplied With 
Food 
and 
Italian 


Wines Were 
Armed 
With 
Dirks 


When Discovered by Immigation In- 


spector—Many Passengers Held as 


"Black Hand" Suspects 


Boston, April 
13.—An 
unusually 


rigid inspection was made of the sec- 
ond cabin and steerage passengers of 
the steamer Romanic when she made 
Boston from Naples, with the result 
that 'the government officials detained 
lour stowaways and over 100 passeng- 
ers, who will be examined as "Black 
Hand" suspects. 


The discovery of the four desperate 


looking stowaways, concealed in the 
coal bunkers of the Romanic an hour 
lifter the big liner docked, stirred up 
considerable excitement aboard ship 
and along the wharves. 


The fcur men, almost unrecogniz- 


able from coal dust, were put in irons 
and removed to the immigration sta- 
tion at Long wharf. 


Three other stowaways, believed to 


be criminals for whom the police of 
Naples have been searching, 
were 


found aboard ship when the. steamer 
was one day out from Gibraltar. They 
were transferred to 
the 
steamship 


Canonic of the same line, which hap- 
pened to he passing, and which Cap- 
tain David of the Romanic had re- 
quested by wireless to draw up along- 
side and convey the stowaways back 
to Naples, where they had embarked. 


The four men who were brought to 


Boston yesterday had all been re- 
fused passage to this country by the 
American surgeon in charge of immi- 
gration at the port of Naples. 
They 


were 
found 
to be suffering from 


trachoma, a contagious disease o£ the 
eyes. 
When searched all'four had 


treacherous looking dirks. 


At the risk of his life Immigration 


Inspector Hartland bad crawled into 
the unlighted coal bunkers after the 
men. 


After a quarter 'of an hour's search, 


Hartland found one 
of the men, 


Michele Pecucci, 35, wrapped up in 
one.of -the ship's blankets, concealed 
near the top of one of the 
boilers. 


Michele tried. to get away when he 
discovered that he had been caught, 
but before he could disentangle him- 
self from the blanket Hartland was 
upon" him, and by means of a few deft 
jiu-jitsu movements 
had tho 
man 


pinned upon the coal, shouting to his 
mates for assistance. 


Immigration -Inspector Dolan, who 


had been making a search oC the ship 
with Hartland, heard the cries and 
climbed in after Hartland, whom he 
helped to get Pecucci out of the bunk- 
ers. 


After a brief search Hartland found 


tbree other men hiding 
behind 
the 


boiler tops on the opposite side of the 
ship. 


Dr. ivlerlggo Serrati, 
one of the 


commissioners of immigration ships, 
learned from the Rien that their names 
were Carmelo Calasce, Guiseppe Ter- 
rolino, Jan Pietro Donate and Michele 
Pecucci. They told him that they had 
paid ?(iO to a man 
who put 
them 


aboard the ship and told them that 
they would be landed secretly in the 
United States. This is $20 more than 
the cost of passage in the steerage. 


On searching the bunkers it was 


found that the .men had been plenti- 
fully supplied with food and Italian 
wines, and there was every indication 
that they had been »jached as to what 
to do ir; case they were obliged to 
mingle with the other immigrants.

Senator Aid rich said that the com-

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OUR TARIFF PROBLEM. 


An unusual utterance was mare at 


Portland, lie., a few evenings ago, by 
Jfr.

3»Ir. Hinds was discussing the 'tar- 


iff question, and he 'said that the 
tariff is primarily "the people taxing 
themselves for the support of their 
government." 


Tlhat is aot new doctrine, but it 


is something seldom mentioned. The 
present tariff discussion, however, is 
bringing the people to a realization 
oj the fact. The indirect tax is not 
noticed, because we do not pay it in 
the form of a tax, but somebody else 
•pays the excise tax on- goods and 
then charges the same into the cost 
for nv.hich they are to be sold.

OFKKATIXG THE SEPAttATOU. 


Carefully Regulate tlio Speed and 


Flow of Milk. 


Two errors la operating separators 


arc frequently 
made 
because of 


ignorance. 
The first consists in.al- 


lowing too much milk to pass through 
the machine. 
As there is a limit 


to the pruutlcal speed at which any 
machine can be safely run. It is not 
good practice to try to overcome i.liij 
error by increasing the speed beyond 
the safe point. 
The feed outlet is 


usually fixed so that too much millc 
will not run tbrouli. but cases havo 
been known where operators, anxious 
to shorten the time of separation, 
have enlarged the opening, allowing 
too much milk to pass. 
This error 


Is not so common as the second, 
which is to allow the speed of tha 
machine to become too slow. 
The 


slow speed does not generate enough 
force to skim properly and the re- 
sult Js loss of butter fat in the skim 
milk. 
The number of revolutions a 


minute required 'by a machine is 
usually indicated on it or In the in- 
struction book belonging to it and 
this should be strictly followed. 
Field and Farm. 


For Cooling MilJi uud Cream. 
I have a milk and cream box for 


cooling either of .these dairy pro- 
ducts which I have found to be very 
convenient and also a great labor 
saver, says a writer in Indiana' Far-' 
mer. 
This box as 
illustrated in 


accompanying sketch is made ot 
matched stuff and contains a galvan- 
ized Iron tank into which tho milk 
cans are set. Any size box may bo 
used, .according to the size of the 
can that one has for holding milic 
and cream. 


The water for this tank is supplie-l 


by the wind mill. 
All watpr in 


pumped through the can and llien 
into the house tank and then tj riie 
horse and stock tank. 
The temper- 


ature in the summer tinifi is-about 
58 degrees when the water is run- 
ning. 


As shown in the illustration A is 


the pipe from the pump for fillin? 
the tank B is the pipe for the over- 
flow. CC are the milk cans and EIO 
represents an air chamber bet.\vn,!.i 
the side of box and the tank. 
It is 


advisable to have this air chamber 
so that a more even tcmprature of 
water In the tank is obtained. ' Thl.s • 
is particularly necessary during var.; 
warm weather. 
I think any one will 


be able to make ouc of those tanks 
from this description 
without a.:iy 


trouble. 


Favor Milking Machines.

^ood aud well-balanced head, leaving

juulijdit UJH! air. The pruning sboulj 
be be-$un by the man who assists the 
planters. 
Une-yc.'ur-o!d trees should 


invariably be pruned to a switch and 
lea.d<jrri i:iit buck lo the second bud 
fro'u the- tit>. 
In the cy.iie oC two- 


yu^-r-old lives, the assistant must 
draw it toward him without pulling 
it out of the packing, and with hi* 
shuars form the head of the tree by 
cutting a way everything but 
four 


branches, and if hi- cimnot find four, 
leave tli'.'ce coming out on different 
sides of the stem. These branches, 
although opposite, should bo at least 
one inch one nbovc the other. The 
lowest or heaviest branch should be 
directed to the south-west, for the 
reason that it will protect the tree 
against sun-scald and iu the spring, 
when the ground is soft, this branch 
being ibt; lowest uud heaviest, will 
have u tendency oo draw tbe tree to- 
ward the southwest, thus giving more 
resistance to the prevailing winds.
